Captain Walker's Indian Fight in 

From the .Statesman of the Ist inst., 
we obtain the following account of the 
late battle with the Snakes in Idaho: 

Capt: Walker and Lieut. Tobey arrived 
from Camp Lyon yesterday about eleven 
o'clock, from whom we obtain the par- 
ticulars of his pursuit and “treaty” with 
the Snakes. Leaving Ft. Buise he took 
the course he had intended befvure start- 
ing, crossed Snake River at Boise Ferry 
and went up between the Owyhee. and 
Malheur... Hie party consisted of thirty- 
nine men all told. Laat Friday, the 23d 
ult., about 4 o'clock, P. M. while the par- 
ty were filing down a hiil where four 
cafons meet, the foremost of the party 
eame suddenly upon a camp of Indians, 
nearly secreted from the trail. The men 
immediately opened-a fire upon the camp 


when the Indijavs all fled to a sort of: 
shelving precipice in one of the canons, 


from whence they kept up a most vigor- | 
ous defence until. they were nearly all | 


killed. Some time elapsed before Capt. 
Walker's men came up, and they did not 
all, at any time, engageinthe fight. The 
Indians were almoet entirely barrieaded 
behind the rocks where they hid and de- 
fended themselves with desperetion. 
They were armed with sporting rifles 
and plenty of auimunition. ‘they also 


sent arrows whizzing around the ears of | 


the men whenever .they came within 
range of the hole inthe rocks. The fight 
continued uptil after dark by which time 
xll the Indians were killed except three, 
who escaped into a'bitich of thick chap- 
parel, two of them badly wounded. From 
that retreat they kept. up 4 fire, though 
they could not themselves be seen. . De- 
termined not to leave one alive Corporal 
Burke and several others charged ‘upon 
them when Burke recejyed a fatal shot 
through the breast.

able up to the present time to learn the 
object of so many: marches and counter- 
marches, the enemy again commenced a 
new expedition to re-occupy Chihuahua, 
which took place on the llth. On the 
9th 1 left there, and on the 18th arrived 
here without incident. By these move- 
ments the enemy has inno way improved 
his situation; he is only, consuming his 
last resources and demoralizing his for- 
ces. With the attitude that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has lately
